The excitement started when Jo- 
seph Paulisec, 17 years old, of 3328 
Lemp avenue, ran through the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank corridor from the 
Pine street entrance, closely followed 
by three other youths. Emerging at 
the Broadway entrance Paulisec ran 
up to Traffic Policeman Homan at 
Broadway and Pine street and said, 
“Those fellows are trying to get 


me.’ He pointed to the other three, 
who had doubled back and were 
running east in Pine street. 

Homan fired a shot in the air to. 
attract Traffic Policeman Schelling 
at Fourth street. The three runners | 
turned south on Fourth street and 
were in front of the main entrance | 
to the Planters Hotel when Police- 
man Schelling opened fire.

anew. Bryan has cleverly 
behind Senator Walsh of Montana, 
who voted for the Lodge reserva- 
tions, and who is popular with the 
Western Senators and is their candl- 
date for chairman of the Platform 
Committee. 

Everybody thought the Wilson 
people were in such splendid control 
of things here that when it was an- 
nounced that Senator, Glass of Vir- 
ginia had conferred with President 
Wilson and had secured his ideas on 
platform planks, no difficulty was 
anticipated in selecting Glass to be 
chairman of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee. But the revolt came sud- 
denly and has given the Wilson 
leaders much to worry about. 

Senator Glass, howéver, supported 
by the President, had more votes at 
noon today for the chairmanship of 
the Platform Committee than Sen- 
ator Walsh. ‘Senator Reed of Mis- 
sourt is stil] endeavoring to get a 
seat in the convention and threatens 
trouble. He got 12 votes out of 46 
when the National Committee con- 
sidered his case. There is evidence 
thit the anti-administration forces 
will control at least 14 votes on the 
Piatform Committee out of 63 and 
possibly more. 

Creating Much Trouble. 

For a dead issue, this League of 
Nations business manages toe create 
more live trouble in the two political 
parties than anything else this year. 
But the surprising thing is that ina 
Democratic convention there should 
be difficulty, for President Wilson 
has declared the league the principal 
issue of the campaign. Bryan, how- 
ever, has been insisting that the res- 
ervations adopted by the Republican 
majority of the Senate should have 
been accepted by the President. 

Senator Walsh of Moniana took 
the position when he voted for the 
Lodge reservations that it was the 
only way to get the treaty ratified. | 
No matter what is the outcome of 
the fight for the chairmanship of 
the Resolutions Committee, the 
struggle will not be ended till the 
platform plank is written. 

The Bryan-Walsh elements favor 
adoption of the peace treaty with 
whatever reservations are necessary 
to insure prompt ratification. They 
want nothing said about the Lodgs 
reservations. Senator Glass of Vir- 
ginia wants the treaty ratified ‘‘with- 
out reservations which impair its es- 
sential integrity.”” In the Virginia 
platform, which he wrote, he had 
plenty of condemnation for those 
who voted for the Lodge reserva- 
tions. If he wants harmony here 
he will have to eliminate the denun- 
ciation and limit himself to an af - 
firmative statement of what the 
Democrats propose to do with the 
peace treaty. 

Keeping Out of Fight 

The aspirants for the presidentia! 
nomination are wisely keeping out of 
the fight, though if any danger looms 
it is quite certain that a coalition of 
McAdoo and Palmer forces would be

He has 
nothing to do with fitting glasses. 

Optometry is a mathematical profes- 
sion. An optometrist specializes on 
healthy eyes only, where the vision needs 
correcting with glasses. 

An optician is an optical workman, the 
man who grinds the glasses. He does not 
fit eyes. 

Stop and think a bit Ernest; don’t you 
know that your eyes with the delicate 
membranes, nerves and muscles are by 
far the most sensitive and preciots part 
eof your anatomy, and just because you 
don't know much about it, you'd take a 

-ehance with the Woolworth and Kresge 
products of sand glasses and ruin your 
eyes? It is quite evident that you have 
never been to a first-class optometrist 
and received the proper eye test. You 
would have been impressed and informed 
in the sensible way with which the pow- 
ers of your eyes were being tested, the 
right frame measurements taken. It is 
an exact science, which in Missouri, ow- 
fing to lack of optical laws, is misused 
by many fakers. Most likely you were 
wictimized by some. 

Only two out of every ten have both 
eyes uniform. The other eight need dif- 
ferent glasses for each eye, and 40 per 

gent need astigmatic corrections that re- 

_ quire extreme care in adjusting.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—It is not often that 
a public man loses the friendship of his own 
party and the opposition party as well, but 
sudging by what one hears down here this diffi- 
cult feat has been accomplished by Senator 
Reed.
